‘WHEN SUMMER COMES 


The housewife is apt to forget from | 


one season to the next just how try- 
ing warm weather conditions are in 
the matter of keeping food. She for- 
gets that insects like to find nestings 
places in cornmeal, flour and other ce- 
reals; she forgets that flies swarm 
and increase almost over night; she 
forgets that butter melts and becomes 
unpalatable if kept off the ice, and 
she forgets that meat cannot be kept 
for several days as it can in winter. 

The truth of the matter is that we 
should change our method of buying 
when warm weather comes, and that 
we should adopt a hand-to-mouth pol- 
icy in regard to most commodities. 
Even though you imagine that you 
are free from ants, these annoying lit- 
tle insects sometimes come where they 
are least expected. Their. favorite 
food seems to be sugar, a food that 
usually seems so proof against spoilling. 
So don’t lay in large quantities of su- 
gar. If you have sugar on hand keep 
it where you know it will be safe, 
bringing out only a little at-a time 
for immediate use. 

There are to be had at the house 
furnishing stores little domes of 
screening that were at one time used 
more frequently than they are now, 
but they are very useful none the less. 
If you have two or three of these on 
hand in your kitchen you may place 
them over any food that has to stand 
in the kitchen to protect it from flies. 
Often in preparing a meal you have to 
get things from the ice box and flies 
are attracted while these things stand 
Waiting for the ‘meal to be served. 
vou have one of these 
the flies have no chance. 

Remember that the higher the shelf 
the hotter it is. For this reason you 
should look over all shelves and pan- 
tries as warm weather comes to make 
sure that there are no foods of any 
sort stored in high places where the 
heat might deteriorate them.
